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Update  of  the  Dairy  Provi- 
sions of  the  1990  Farm  Bill 

On  October  25,  1990,  Congress 
passed  the  Food,  Agriculture,  Conserva- 
tion, and  Trade  Act  of  1990.  It  now  goes 
to  the  President  who  is  expected  to  sign  it 
into  law.  The  Dairy  Title  would  change 
the  dairy  price  support  program,  the 
Federal  milk  marketing  order  program, 
and  other  Federal  programs  that  directly 
affect  the  U.S.  dairy  industry.  In  addition, 
Subtitle  H of  the  Agricultural  Promotion 
Title  would  authorize  a fluid  milk  promo- 
tion program  funded  by  processor 
assessments. 

Dairy  Price  Support  Program 

Level  of  Support.  During  1991-1995, 
the  Dairy  Title  would  require  that  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  support  the  price 
of  milk  (containing  3.67  percent  milk  fat) 
through  purchases  of  milk  products.  By 
each  November  20,  the  Secretary  would 
have  to  estimate  the  milk  equivalent  of 
purchases  for  the  upcoming  year 
beginning  on  January  1.  If  purchases  are 
estimated  to  exceed  the  equivalent  of  5 
billion  pounds  of  milk,  the  title  would 
require  that  the  Secretary  lower  the  level 
of  support  for  the  upcoming  year  by  $.25- 
$.50  but  not  lower  than  $10.10  per  hun- 
dredweight. If  purchases  are  estimated 
to  be  less  than  the  equivalent  of  5 billion 
pounds  of  milk  but  more  than  the 
equivalent  of  3.5  billion  pounds  of  milk, 
the  title  would  require  that  the  Secretary 
not  lower  the  level  of  support  for  the 
upcoming  year.  And  if  purchases  are 


estimated  to  not  exceed  the  equivalent  of 
3.5  billion  pounds,  the  title  would  require 
that  the  Secretary  raises  the  level  of 
support  for  the  upcoming  year  by  at 
least  $.25  per  hundredweight. 

The  title  would  require  that  the 
Secretary  determine  the  milk  equivalent 
of  purchases  on  a total  solids  basis.  The 
title  would  define  “milk  equivalent,  total 
milk  solids  basis”  as  equal  to  the 
average  of  the  milk  equivalents  on  a milk 
fat  basis  and  on  a nonfat  solids  basis, 
weighted  according  to  the  proportion  of 
the  components  in  milk,  but  not  more 
than  40  percent  for  milkfat  nor  more  than 
70  percent  for  nonfat  solids. 

Milk  Inventory  Management 
Program.  Within  60  days  after  the  bill’s 
enactment,  the  title  would  require  that  the 
Secretary  solicit  through  public  notice 
proposals  for  a milk  inventory  manage- 
ment program.  In  addition  to  any 
submitted  proposals  that  the  Secretary 
determines  to  be  appropriate  after 
consulting  the  House  and  Senate  Com- 
mittees on  Agriculture,  the  title  would 
require  that  the  Secretary  study  propos- 
als for  an  alternative  classification  of  milk 
under  Federal  milk  marketing  orders, 
and  supporting  the  income  of  producers 
through  target  prices  and  deficiency 
payments,  but  not  proposals  that  include 
a dairy  termination  program  or  would 
reduce  the  level  of  price  support  below 
$10.10  per  hundredweight.  The  title 
would  require  that  by  June  1,  1991,  the 
Secretary  provide  for  public  notice  and 
comment  on  the  study,  and  by  August  1 , 
1991,  the  Secretary  submit  a report  and 
recommendations  to  the  House  and 
Senate  Committees  on  Agriculture. 


Producer  Assessments.  If  the  Secre- 
tary estimates  on  November  20  of  1991- 
1994  that  purchases  by  the  Commodity 
Credit  Corporation  will  exceed  the 
equivalent  of  7 billion  pounds  of  milk,  the 
title  would  require  that  the  Secretary 
reduce  producer  prices  by  an  amount 
equal  to  the  cost  of  the  purchases  in 
excess  of  the  equivalent  of  7 billion 
pounds  of  milk. 

Federal  Milk  Marketing 
Order  Program 

—4 

Extensions.  The  title  would  extend  the 
authority  for  seasonal  base  (base-excess) 
plans  and  takeogt-pay  back  (Louisville) 
plans  which  encourage  producers  to  even 
out  their  milk  marketings  throughout  the 
year.  In  addition,  the  bill  would  extend  the 
requirements  that  the  Secretary  establish 
prices  under  orders  not  only  to  meet 
current  needs  but  also  to  meet  anticipated 
future  needs  and  that  the  Secretary  call  on 
amendatory  hearing  if  at  least  one-third  of 
the  affected  producers  individually  apply 
in  writing. 

Added  Authority,  The  title  would 
provide  authority  to  pay  producers  on  the 
basis  of  their  milk  components,  and  to 
allow  an  adjustment  for  milk  quality  or 
location  delivery  to  the  prices  that 
handlers  must  pay  not  to  be  the  same  as 
the  adjustment,  if  any,  for  that  factor  to  the 
minimum  prices  that  producers  receive. 

Status  of  Producer-Handlers.  The  title 
would  reaffirm  that  the  legal  status  of 
producer-handlers  under  milk  orders  will

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not  change  as  a result  of  the  bill’s  enact- 
ment. 

National  Price  Proceeding.  The  bill 
would  require  that  the  Secretary  conclude 
the  national  hearing  on  pricing  provisions 
and  to  the  maximum  extent  practicable 
consistent  with  applicable  laws,  imple- 
ment any  resulting  changes  in  Federal 
milk  orders  by  January  1,  1992. 

Minnesota-Wisconsin  Price.  Within  60 
days  after  the  bill’s  enactment,  the  title 
would  require  that  the  Secretary  begin 
accepting  alternatives  to  the  Minnesota- 
Wisconsin  price  as  the  mover  of  minimum 
prices  established  under  Federal  milk 
orders.  The  Secretary  would  have  to 
consider  as  an  alternative  a price  based 
on  prices  paid  by  plant  operators  for  fluid 
grade  milk  and  manufacturing  grade  milk 
used  in  the  manufacture  of  dairy  products 
and  make  available  to  the  public  the  data 
used  to  compare  the  alternatives  to  the 
Minnesota-Wisconsin  price.  By  October 
1 , 1 991 , the  title  would  require  that  the 
Secretary  announce  a national  hearing  to 
consider  the  replacement  of  the  Minne- 
sota-Wisconsin price  and  invite  proposals 
to  be  considered  for  each  order.  The 
Secretary  would  have  to  provide  30 
legislative  days  for  public  comment  on  the 
recommended  decision  on  the  hearing 
proposals  and  send  the  Flouse  and 
Senate  Committees  on  Agriculture  the 
final  decision  upon  its  being  issued. 
Congress  expects  the  Secretary  to  act 
expeditiously  and  complete  the  process, 
including  any  amendment  of  marketing 
orders  required  by  the  final  determination, 
by  June  1 , 1 992,  to  the  maximum  extent 
practicable. 

Multiple  Component  Pricing.  Within  60 


days  of  the  bill's  enactment,  the  title  would 
require  that  the  Secretary  begin  a study  to 
determine  to  what  extent,  if  any,  how 
producers  are  being  paid  under  Federal 
and  State  milk  marketing  orders  affects 
their  producing  milkfat  in  excess  of  market 
needs.  As  part  of  the  study,  the  Secretary 
would  have  to  assess  the  potential  that 
adopting  multiple  component  pricing 
under  Federal  and  State  milk  orders 
would  have  on  achieving  a balance 
between  the  production  and  use  of 
milkfat.  Within  180  days  of  the  bill's 
enactment,  the  Secretary  would  have  to 
send  the  House  and  Senate  committees 
on  Agriculture  a report  and  recommenda- 
tions and  publish  the  report.  Upon 
publication  of  the  report,  the  title  would 
require  that  the  Secretary  announce  a 
national  hearing  to  consider  adopting 
multiple  component  pricing  in  individual 
Federal  milk  orders  and  invite  proposals 
for  each  order.

Milk  in  the  Eastern  Ohio-Western 
Pennsylvania  Marketing  Area: 
Notice  of  Proposed  Decision  of 
Temporary  Revision  of  Supply 
Plant  Shipping  Percentages  and 
Cooperative  Association  Delivery 
Requirements 

SUMMARY:  This  notice  invites  written 
comments  on  the  merits  of  rescinding  a 
temporary  increase  of  the  percentage  of 
producer  milk  receipts  that  must  be 
shipped  by  pool  supply  plants  operated 
by  both  proprietary  and  cooperative 


association  handlers  under  the  Eastern 
Ohio-Western  Pennsylvania  Federal  Milk 
Order.  The  required  shipping  percent- 
ages were  increased  for  the  months  of 
September  1990  through  February  1991 
The  percentage  of  milk  that  must  be 
shipped  by  pool  supply  plants  to  fluid  milk 
processing  plant  was  increased  from  40 
to  45  percent  for  the  months  of  Septem- 
ber through  November  1990,  and  from  30 
to  35  percent  for  the  months  of  December 
1990  through  February  1991.  The 
monthly  percentage  of  producer  milk 
handled  by  a cooperative  association  that 
must  be  delivered  to  distributing  plants  in 
order  to  qualify  plants  operated  by  the  co- 
operative association  for  pooling  was  also 
increased  for  the  same  period  by  5 
percentage  points,  from  35  percent  to  40 
percent. 

Although  milk  production  in  the 
Eastern  Ohio-Western  Pennsylvania 
marketing  area  in  the  earlier  part  of  1990 
was  lower  than  the  levels  of  previous 
years,  the  volume  of  production  has 
increased  over  1989  levels  since  late 
summer.  Given  the  current  level  of  milk 
production,  the  increased  percentage  of 
required  shipments  may  be  greater  than 
the  level  necessary  to  assure  an  adequate 
supply  of  milk  for  fluid  uses.  If  so,  it  is 
possible  that  the  temporary  revision 
should  be  rescinded  for  the  remaining 
months  of  its  duration.

Gross  Class  I utilization  averaged  4,61 9,669  pounds 
per  day  during  October  1 990.  On  a daily  basis  this  was 
an  increase  of  5.2%  from  the  previous  month  and 
16.5%  more  than  October  1989.v 

The  October  1990  Class  I utilization  of  producer 
milk  totaled  140,525,239  pounds  or  59.7%  of  the  re- 
ported producer  receipts.  This  utilization  percentage  is 
3.5%  more  than  last  month  and  .4%  more  than  October 
1 989.1/ 

The  average  butterfat  test  for  gross  Class  I utiliza-" 
tion  was  2.01%  for  October  1990. 

Receipts  from  3,687  producers  by  29  pool  handlers 
regulated  by  Order  No.  33  averaged  7,590,740  pounds 
daily  for  October  1990.  On  a daily  basis  this  was  .9%

Producers  supplying  the  market  increased  by  2 
from  the  September  1 990  total  and  increased  by  640 
from  October  1989.

The  October  1990  Class  I utilization  of  producer 
milk  totaled  160,346,716  pounds  or  60.1%  of  the  re- 
ported producer  receipts.

The  average  butterfat  test  for  gross  Class  I utiliza- 
tion was  2.2%  for  October  1 990. 


Receipts  from  4,682  producers  by  35  pool  handlers 
regulated  by  Order  No.  36  averaged  8,602,286  pounds 
daily  for  October  1 990.

Producers  supplying  the  market  decreased  by  19 
from  the  September  1990  total  and  decreased  by  238 
from  October  1989.  The  daily  average  producer  re- 
ceipts per  farm  of  1 ,837  pounds  were  38  less  than  the 
previous  month.  On  a daily  basis  this  is  3 pounds  less 
than  October  1989.1/ 

The  October  1 990  Class  I price  was  $1 5.09  per  hun- 
dredweight for  3.5%  milk  delivered  to  pool  plants.  This 
was  34  cents  less  than  the  September  1990  Class  I 
price  and  72  cents  more  than  the  October  1 989  price. 

The  Class  II  price  for  October  1 990  was  $1 2.61 . This 
was  $1.12  less  than  the  September  1 990  Class  II  price 
and  $1 .26  less  than  the  October  1989  Class  II  price. 

The  Class  III  price  of  $1 0.48  for  October  1 990  was
